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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 14, 23 and 34 have been found to be allowable over the prior art because 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest a spring, e.g., hairspring and mainspring, being 
formed of spirally arranged amorphous metal having an S-shaped free exploded shape 
lying in a plane and shaped so that when the spring is mounted on a substrate the spring 
has an initial flexure imparted thereto, and serving as an energy storage device, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of said claims. 

Claim 54 has been found to be allowable over the prior art because the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a mainspring comprising a plurality of spirally arranged 
laminated amorphous metal sheets together having an S-shaped free exploded shape lying 
in a plane and shaped so that when the mainspring is mounted on a substrate the 
mainspring has an initial flexure imparted thereto, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of said claim. 

Claims 15-22, 24-33, 35-40, 55-57 and 71-94 have been found to be allowable as 
being dependent upon the allowable claims 14, 23, 34 and 54, respectively.
